NON-SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. 


Having devoted an article in our issue of the 
6th inst. to the important subject of popular edu- 
cation and its direct bearing upon the interests 
of this Colony, at home and abroad, we now pur- 
pose, as the question is one of such vast moment, 
to enter more at large into the details of such 
an educational system as we conceive to be suit- 
able to the present and prospective requirements 
of the country: 

First of all we should say let it be NON-—SEC- 
TARIAN—strictly so. Our population, small 
though it be, embraces representatives of every 

‘important nation of the-earth and adherants of 
almost every variety of religious faith under 
heaven, and it would be manifestly impossible 
to induce.all ‘these to place their children in 
schools where the religious creeds and formularies 
of any denomination-are obtraded or the tests of 
any particular sect are made the basis of instruc- 
tion. So that if oir Government schools are to 
be generally available for the youth of the land 
they must .of necessity be non-sectarian. To 
make them anything else would be to render 
them to a very great extent inefficient, and at 
‘the same time would create among the religious 
denominations of the Colony 9 bone of contention 


_which should be carefully and forever. excladed. 


History speaks volumes ‘on this point. As it is 
just possible that the term “ non-sectarian? | as 
used by us may not be understood, -by all our 
readers to carry the meaning which we attach to 


~ it a brief definition may not-be out of place here. 


By non-sectarian schools we mean public schools 
in no way under the controliof any religious deno, 
mination, as such and in which no denominational 
creeds, tests ¥ doctrines are taught, 

We would ask the advocates of sectarian schools 
what particular church would arrogate to itself 
the right to control the educational institutions 
of the land? We hardly think any church 
amongst tis would have the audacity to put for. 
ward any such claim ; and we:are confident that 
cif they did their pretensions would not for a mo- 
ment be entertained by either our legislators or 
the public generally. In fact such a thing could 
not be tolerated. But there are some who, 
though not advoeates of sectarian national schools, 
would yet be in favor of extending Government 
support to schools which are carried on under the 
patronage of religious bodies and in which 'sec- 
tional instruction is afforded. We are aware that 
this-system, is adopted to a large extent in Eng- 
land, and as the schools in question are subject 
to Government regulations and inspection. and 
the aid is only given in proportion to the actual 


- amount of secular‘or general education imparted, 


the sectarian teaching being altogether ignored, we 
can see how such ascheme may work tolerably well 
in England; where there ig a dense and fixed 
population, and each denomination is able to sus- 
tain its own schools. We) may be permitted, to 
remark, parenthetically here, that England, with 
all her light and wealth and power, by no means 
stands high in respect of her common school sys- 
tem. But the difference between England and 
British Columbja in this respect is all that can be 
imagined, and a schocl system which. works 
fairly in one may be—nay is—altogether unsuited 
to the other. . We in this new and in some re- 
spects unique country must adapt our institutions 
to our peculiar circumstances, and learn not to 
despise a thing simply because it is new. Even 
the educational system of Canada, althongh con- 
fessedly the most perfect extant, would not in its 
entirety be practicable in this’ Colony at the 
present time. ee 
We do not wish to be understood as- opposed 
to the use of the Brae in our public schools, ' or 
the usual devotional exercises, nor would we for 
& moment think of excluding a person, otherwise 
qualified, from the position of teacher on account 
of his attachment to a particular charch. What 
we do object to, and what we believe nine-tenths 
of the inhabitants of this Colony object to, is the 
introduction of sectarian creeds, formularies or 
tests into any school which is supported by the 
public funds, or, in other words, the making -of 
our national institutions and general revenue in 
any measure subservient to the interests of sect 
‘or party, whether political ‘or religious ; and 
what we do wish for and what the country now 
begins to require is provision for furnishing the 
people generally with thoroughly efficient schools, 
where the children of every creed and caste will 
be freely received and soundly instructed in all 
the ordinary branches of useful learning—where 
all may meet on equal terms and learn to respect 
each other, and cherish feelings of kindness and 


consideration towards those from whom they may | 
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differ in their views of religions truth, leaving 
specific religious training to the Sabbath School

| us—perhaps all—are too much tainted with na- 
| tional or religious bigotry, and we know of no 
| better way of counteracting the evil and cement; 
ing together socially, politically and religipusly,

| than by a well devised, liberal, non-sectarian and 
truly national system of general education 3 and 
| apropos to our present subject we are glad to be 
able to quote the language of the newly appoints 
ed Governor of Vancouver Island, most heartily 
endorsing the same, fully agreeing, as it docs, 
with our own sentiments upon the subject. | We 
would remark that as Governor Kennedy has 
had a large amount of Colonial experience his 
opinion is entitled to more than ordinary weight. 
After Governor Kennedy had formally replied 


Victoria, His Excelleney remarked (we quote 
from the Colonist) :— : ) ; 

“ Has it never occurred to you, gentlemen, that 
it would lower the position of the ‘schools /and! 
cause the funds to be frittered away by haying, 
too many schools instead of possessing fewer 
and more efficient ones adequately , supported ? 
Don’t you think that in a country like this, where 
men are thrown much. together, it would be’ |bet-

And, again, after replying to the addtess 
from the Congregational Church His Excellency, 
in answer to a remark of the Rev. Mr. Mefie, 
that the people of Vancouvér Island,were a xi- | 
ous to see a non-sectarian sqhool system adopted, 
said :—‘ You may depend that so long as I |am 
in the seat I now occupy there will be no- se¢ta- 
rianism. I have had two or three hard battles 
on the same subject, and it is not likely that 1’ 
shall abandon so vital a principle at. this Inte 
day. There is no use in bringing up children| of 
one religious faith to dislike those of another. 
They will imbibe prejudices soon enough as they. 
grow older, (Teach them the great traths ahd 
their religious duties, but do not teach them | to 
dislike every other sect.” 

It may not) be out of place to allude here to a 
remark made by the Rev. Mr. Cridge, | while the 
Episcopal deputation held converse with Gover- 
nor Kennedy, which was to the effect that under 
the Canadian school system religion is practically 
ignored.
